STATION DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Grand Truak Engine and Cars Piled in o 
Meap—Twonty Cars Burned — Live 
Stock and Goneral Freight Con- 
sumed the Flro—Firomon 
Cameron Not Expvoted to 
Tooover. 


Wastwood, Sept. 29.—As a result 
of ono of the most disastrous freight 
wrecks in the history of tho Grand 
Trunk Railway, through a rear-end 
collision ot this village, five’ miles 
from Woodstock, at 4 o'clock yester- 
day morning, four men oro dead and 
possibly’ five, and one injured so se 
verely that he could not survive tho 
night. 

Tho dead: Thomas Heron of Toron- 
to, ongineer; Harry Vallis of Hamil- 
ton, conductor; . B. Benedict of 
Hamilton, brakeman; Aloxander Kirlk- 
land of Hamilton, onginoer. 

Late lost night it was learned on 
good authority that o Buffalo driv- 
er, who was qidjng in the cahoose 
tho through freight, is missing, afi 
{s believed to have perished. His 
Homo could not bo ascortalnod. 

Cameron WIL Likely Die, 


Simon Cameron of Parkhill, living 
at 418 West King stroot, Toronto, 
fireman, was sovercly scalded and 
burned and injured internally and 
will likely dio. 

About twenty cars of meat, stock 
and general freight woro consumed by 
fire, together with Eastwood Sta- 
tion, which was wreckod by the col 
sion and afterwards destroyed by 
tho burning of the wreckage. One new 
locomotive of the ‘‘900’’ class is a 
complete loss. Threo hundred yards 
of track were torn up and rendered 
useless, Auxiliaries with a forco of 
200 men labored sinco early morning 
until late last night, and the track 
Was not clear till 10 o'clock. 

Inquest Opens and Adjourns, 


Dr. McLay, coroner, opened the in- 
quest at 5 o'clock last evening. Hoe 
empanelled a jury who viewed the 
wreck and discovered that the switch 
had been left open. As tho conductor 
and brakeman of the freight on tho 
siding, and as Engincer Heron of tho 
second freight are dead and his fire- 
man is dying thero is little hope of 
accurately determining who was re- 
sponsible for the disaster. Tho in- 
quest now stands adjourned until 
Monday. 

Statlon Agent’s Escape, 
One of the remarkable features of 


the disaster is the escape of Thomas 
Dunn, tho station agent, and his

family. They were stopping in the 
east room of tho pullding, and to 
this fact alone they owe the saving 


of their lives. As it was they had to 
rush out in their night attiro to 
avoid the fire. The collision threw 
freight cars right into the side of 
the western half of the station build- 
ing and it was ono of the first things 
to fall a prey to tho flames. All tho

A Splendid Audienee. 

The crowd that greeted him was 
one of the most gratifying and en- 
thusiastic urban gatherings ever 
geen in tho Province of Quebec. The 
entire market square in front of the 
stand erected for tho speakers was 
packed with people, and a portion of 
the mass reached down into tho 
main street. Every available win- 
dow and gallory in tho vicinity was 
crowded, and even though it was im- 
possible for any but tho most vigor- 
ous speakers to throw their voices as 
far as the outskirts of the crowd the 
great gathering remainod intact, 
standing in a block intensely interest- 
ed from 2 o'clock until 6.30, threo 
full hours and o half, Line aftor lina 
of flags and bunting were here and 
there stretched across the principal 
streets and tho docks ond railway 
station were similarly decorated. 

Reception of the Premier. 


The Premier, accompanied by Hon. 
Raymond Prefontaino, Hon. L. P. 
Brodeur, and Hon. Rodolphe Lem- 
foux, arrived by the R. & O. steam- 
er ‘‘Threo Rivers,’ a crowd of sev- 
eral hundred persons came from Mon- 
treal, When the steamer came into 
view around the curve in the river a 
cannon announced its arrival, and 
{mmediately tho whistles of every 
stoam craft {in this busy little ship- 
ping port sent forth o stirring wel- 
come. An immense crowd that pack- 
ed the approaches to the wharves 
and hung upon the sheds and every 
available elevation gaye a great 
cheer to the accompaniment of a 
band aboard the boat. Mayor Para- 
dis extended a civic welcome to the 
distinguished visitors. 

Long before the Premier arrived at 
the market hall platform the square 
was crowded. Balloons bearing {n- 
scriptions such as ‘Long ‘Live Laur- 
jer,’’ “Liberalism and Liberty,’ 
“Prosperity and Progress,’’ ascended 
over the heads of the people, and 
@ brass band discoursed music. As 
Sir Wilfrid was driven through the 
streots ‘the crowds on both sides 
greeted him with cheer after cheer, 


and many pressed to the side of tho 


carriage to shake his hand. 
‘The Premier's Speech. 

‘Tho. Premier’s speech was a reylew 
of tho work of the Liberal Govern- 
ment since coming into power 
1896, telling criticism of the Op- 
position’s program, a reiteration of 
his sympathy with all dignified’ ef- 
forts to bring about treaties of com- 


merce with Great Britain, an avow-" 


al of his intention to maintain tho 
British preference, to revise the tariff 
wherever revision should be found to 
be advisable, and a glowing assur- 
ance of his loyalty to Canada, to 
British institutions and to the Moth- 
erland. It was an impressive mom- 
ent when the Premier bared his head 
and spoke of his attachment to his 
native country, and to all that made 
for tho advancement and: prosperity 
of the whole Dominion, c 
Tho Other Speakers, 


Other prominent speakers. wero 
Hon. L. P. Brodeur, Minister of In- 
land Revenue; Hon. R. Prefontaine, 
Minister of Marine and Tisherles; 
Won. Rodolphe Lemieux, Solicitor- 
General, and Mr. Bruneau, the local 
member. Mr, Brodeur practically 
sent down a defiance to tho trusts, 
and monopolies, and Mr. Lemieux 
drew a contrast between the mission 
of Hon. Louis Joseph Papineau in 
1837-88, and tho mission of Sir Wil- 
frid to-day. Papineau had asked the 
peoplo of Richelieu not to buy Bri- 
tish goods, so that they might 
avenge the injustico done by British 
bureaucrats, but Sir Wilfrid now 
asked the children of tho same people 
to encourage their trade relations 
with the people of Great Britain by 
keoping in power a Government that. 
would maintain the British prefer- 
ence.

Six Grand Trunk Rallway Em- 
i ployes Suffocated. 


| 


FREIGHT TRAIN BROKE INTWO 


Orew Sent in Aftor It Nearly All Porlah— 
Bravo Mescue Parties Their 
Dangerous Work—Switchman Blake 
Brings Out An Tagine and 
Several Dion—Tunnel Filled 
With Gas, 


Sarnia, Oct. 10.—Ono of the most 
torrible calamities in the history of 
Sarnia tool place at an early hour 
yesterday morning when six Grand 
Trunk employes wore sacrificed in tha 
St. Clatr Tunnel. It was the result 
of a minor accident exposing the men 
to the fumes of carbonic acid gas, 
which at times pervades tho tunnel. 

A coupling having parted on a 
frefght train, ten cars were allowed 
to remain in the tunnel, while tho 
engine went out to side-track thoso 
still attached. Tho conductor, J. B. 
Simpson, romained with the cars, 
The engine returned, but was only 
able to take out threo of tho cars 
as the coupling had to bo made with 
o chain and was not considered 
strong enough to bear the wofght of: 
the whole train of ten cars remain- 
ing. Simpson was still in the van 
when this trip was made, 

Doath of m Rescuer, 


After the engine came out some of 
tho men engagod refused to return 
into the tunnel on account of tho 
foul air, Others were, however, sv- 
cured, and the engino went down the 
grade. Two of tho train crew, Con- 
ductor Richard ‘Dinsley of Sarnia, 
and Alfred Short, brakeman of Port 
Huron, then started to the rear to 
look for Conductor Simpson. Short 
succeeded in making his way through 
| to the Port Huron sido, but Tinsley 

fn trying to rescuo Simpson was him- 

self overcome. Both were found dead 
slide by side in the van four hours 
later, 

| The details of what happened dur- 

{ng the hour that the engine was in 

the tunnel will never bo known, but 

it is assumod that the steam went 
low, and the remainder of tho cars 
| could not bo moved. Meantimo the 
gas grew worse, and the engineer, 

John Coleman, of Port Huron, died 
‘at his post. His fireman, Forster, of 

Port Huron, became unconscious and 

fell, evidently while trying to slart 

tho ongine, while Dan Gillics of 

Sarnia, brakeman, fell beside tho 

engine and died from the gas.

Shite trying to uncouple the en- 
gino Walter Hawn, one of the rescue 
“party, was overcome and (fainted. 
Thos. McGrath, another of the res- 
cuers, fell by the engine and died al- 
most immediately, and Yardmaster 
McKee became {ll and had to be as- 
alsted toward the portal. Switch- 
man Blake carried Hawn to the en- 
eine, and though too weak to pick 
ap mcGratn or Willies, Who were 
‘ evidently dend, yet he succeeded in 
starting the engine, and taking on 

McKeo and the others made the 

portal successfully. He was the only 

conscious member of the crowd when 

‘the open alr was reached. Medical 

ald was summoned, and after somo 

hours the men recovered conscious 
| ness. 
Superintendent Begg Dead, 

Meanwhile ot the American end A, 
S. Begg, superintendent of termt- 
nals, was trying unsuccessfully to get 
volunteers to work, and finally 
started in alone, George Morden, o 
Canadian, from Wyoming, came up 
and followed Begg, taking with him 
the pumpman at the American port- 
al, George Mellon. When only a 
short distance in they were affected 
by gas, but heard Begg’s voice and 
kept on, They found him dying on 
the track, and after carrying him a 
few feet had to drop him. Both tho 
men fainted a short distance farther 
on. Begg, Morden and Mellon were 
taken out later by o party from tho 
Port Huron tunnel station, but tho 
superintendent was found to be dead. 

The town is in a state of great ex- 


citement, and the outcomo of tho 
coroner’s inquest this morning is 
looked for with deep Interest, as it 


1s felt that in view of several cases 
of suffocation in the tunnel the com- 
pany should have taken steps Jong 
ago to removo the risk. In tho past 
six years three men have died, half a 
dozen hayo been made unconscious, 
and many have had to couse employ- 
ment on account of the pas. 
Sull Unconscious, 


Those still unconscious are: Alox- 
ander Forbes, Sarnia, pumpman; 
Charles Wisher, Sarnia, conductor; 
Walter Hawn, Sarnia, brakeman; 
Pred, Forster, Port Huron, brake- 
man.

In addition the 
flat rate for icing cars, destined for 
Manitoba, has been abolished, aod 
bereofter shippers will only be charg- 
ed for the actual amount of ice sup- 
plied. 

While these concessions are by no 
no means all that’ the fruit mterests 
osked for, they are, however, consid- 
cred to be a considerable measure of 
relief to a Very Serious situation.

Meetings at Four Points.

EXETER AND CLINTGN, 
WINGHAM AND LUCKNOW 


A Revelation of the Premier's Physieal 
Fitness Gratifying to His Friends and 
Disconcerting to His Opponents—An 
Floquent Plea For Unlty—A Dig- 
nified Statomont of Tis Devo- 


tion to Canada, 
Lucknow, Oct, 18.—To those who 


have been inclined to give credence to 
the stories in the Opposition press 
concerning his health, the record 
made by Sir Wilfrid Laurier yester- 
day will be a revelation as gratify- 
ing to his friends as it will be dis- 
concerting to his opponents, Start- 
ing from London at an early hour, 
he spoke to tho electors of the coun- 
ties of Huron and Bruce ot four dif- 
ferent points, DPxter, Clinton, Wing- 
ham and Lucknow, received the 
greetings of his enthusiastic sup- 
porters at many other stations along 
the line, and started on the return 
journey to London last night, full of 
vigor and in buoyant spirits. His 
reception at Lucknow, the centre of 
a large Scotch settlement noted for 
its loyalty to Scottish ideals and to 
the great principles of Liberalism 
and freedom which are characteristic 
of the race, was especially gratifying 
to the Premier. 
Eloquent Appeal For Unity.

McGee was Reeve of the 
Township of Fenelon, a claim of the Township of Fenelon against 
the Ontario Government for damages resulting from the flooding 
of roads in the township near Balsam Lake was put into the 
hands of Mc. McLaughlin as Solicitor for the Township, and he at; 
once set about to obtain the damages to which the Township was | 
entitled. When the claim was first taken up the Public Works 
Department refused to entertain it, but later it was taken up again 
and the late Mr. Thomas Walters appointed arbitrator, and his 
award was $434.80. The Department thought the amount exces. 
sive, bnt Mr, McLaughlin, although the Council would have ac- 
cepted $100 in settlement, persisted in claiming the full amount of 


the award and was finally successful. The cheque f 

was handed to Mr. McLaughlin as Township Solicttor, ae me 
at once forwarded to Mr. Parkin, the Reeve. Not a cent was taken 
from the cheque by him. He was not Agent for the Ontario Goy- 
ernment, but Solicitor for the Township, who paid him his fees 
It is worth while corresponding the statement in the Watchman- 
Warder and those signed by the Reeye and the Treasurer of the 
Township of Fenelon.

From the above itis clear that MR. McLAUGHLIN DID NOT 
KEEP BACK THE $80. He rendered his bill, and it was not paid 
paid until the next month. The Township Council had every op- 
portunity to object to the aecount if they so desired, but Mr, Mc- 
Laughlin never heard of any objection. The report of the Council 
meeting of the Nenelon Council, reported in the Watchman— 
Warder of December 26, 1901, contains the following: 


“It was moved by Mr. Webster, seconded by Mr. Perdue, 
that our Solicitor’s fee of $80, for services rendered in securing an 
award of $434 from the Ontario Government re flooding certain 
roads by the building of the Rosedale dam, be paid—Carried.” 


The fact is that Mr. McLaughlin had the matter in band for 
over two years, the amount obtained was highly satisfactery 
to the township, and his fee was well earned. 

Tn respect to these matters the Watchman-Warder sent a

Russians Re-cross and Pushing 
Forward to Jap Positions. 


SHELTER AND FOOD ARE NIL 


Rusuian Losses Figured Out By the Japan- 
ese At 13,833—Nino Abandoned Rus- 
Captured—Tho 
Armios Aso Now Soparated By 
Less Than Four Miles— Forti- 
fying Lomutung, 


Mukden, Oct. 25.—(Via Pekin.)— 
Tho Russian forces on the left again 
crossed the Shakhe River on Oct. 
21 and are now pushing forward to- 
wards the Japanese positions, en- 
trenching as they advance, At tho 
some time Russian batteries are con- 
tinually bombarding the Japanese, 
who can be plainly seen, busily en- 
| gaged in the making of trenches. 

The Russian and Japanese armies 
are now separated by less than 
four miles and the whole field of op- 
j; erations of both armies can be plain- 
ly seen. 

The question of fuel is becoming a 
serious one. Tho greater part of tho 
Chinese corn has already been used 
for fuel and for fodder, while most 
of the houses in the Chinese villages 
have been destroyed and thelr wood 
used for fuel. 

Without fuel and without shelter 
beyond that provided by tents it 
seems impossible for the armies to 
remain in the field during the increas- 
ing cold weather.

beriberi. Al present the Jap soldier 
is served wilh fish and meat.
